London, England, August 2. — Font 
treat powers of Europe, Aiustna. Kus 
sia, France and Ctarmauy, are now eu- 
kagod in actual warfare, but two of 
them aerinany and France— have uot|^''** .i*'""'' 
oidy not declared war as 
known hero, but have not even severed 
diplomatic rolations. This is despite 
the fact that Oormany'i ultioiatum to 
Frame haa oithor booa Ignored or re- 
jected. 

The explanation of this would appear 
to be that Oormaay and France are 
each seeking to throw upon tne othur 
*he onus of beginning the w,-»r. In fait, 
while the nations of Europe are 1 lying 
at each others' throats, they are vylni 
with each other in protesting their de- 
11H.S to maintain peace and they repu- 
diate the rosponsibiUty for plungiiis 
the Whole continent into lighting. 
In this curious situation Franco, ac- 
ording to British opinion has the 
btrongeat justification. She certainly 
was the last to iiioljolize and seems to 
Lave taken the greatest precautious tu 
avoid frontier coUisiona.

UNOLI SAM WILL KEEP HANDS 

OFF DURING BIO RUMPUS. 

The I'liited Stales will not at this time tender its 
gpod otlie«'s to preserve peace in fTurope. Presi- 
dent Wilson has no stated, explaining that so far 
this ( .o\ .•niiiieiit laeks a "key" to the sitiialioii 
abroad. The I'nited States is too remote and ottieial 
information is too meager, it appears, for the Pres 
ident to believe it wise for the Tnited States to he- 
eonie in\<il\ed in an> w.-iy in tiie (|iiarrel. 

Tile IVesident saiil that no tender cd' peaeelul ol- 
flces had been made, and indicated that the Admin 
istration has no such purpose in mind at the pres 
ent time. 

The IVesidenI said also that a proelaniatiun of 
neutrality would not be issued as a result of the 
otTieiiil not 'tie:it ion liy .\iislri;i that tlmt eoiintry is 
at war with Servia. I'ntil other nations beeoiui- in- 
volved the proclamation of neutrality is not regard- 
»'d as iieee.ssary. 

'I'he I'anaiiia Caiiiil, whieli will be open to eoni- 
meree in another two weeks, is destined at tiie out 
set to become a strategic highway of the world if 
the present hostilities between Austria IIiin«:ary 
)<nd Servia develop into a general eonfliet involv- 
ing the other great Kuropeiin Powers. 

EMPLOYERS' COMPENSATION! 

Ii" a workman js injured by m.ieliinery in the fae- 
tory where he is employed, the employer is re- 
quired to compensate him financially for his injur.v 
The eniplnyci' Iwiviny: hceii deprived of his I'.irii 
ing capaeily. inuiergoes tinaneial lo.s.s, ami is eom- 
pensated therefor. On the other hand, if an em- 
ployer is financially injured by a workman, he re- 
ceives no eonipeiisal ion whatever. 

Why nut an Kmidoyi-rs' eompeii.sation Act, 
which would repay an employer's loss caused by the 
deliberate misbehavior of an employee? Obvious 
defects have unquestionably developed in the oj)- 
scration of nmny Worknu'n's Compensation Acts, 
and Smch a law might serve to equalize matters a 
little. 

A ea.Si? in point oeeurred in a furniture establish- 
ment in Afitoria, L. I., not long ago. A workman 
in the plant, employed to operate a maehiin- sit- 
uated on the first floor of the luiilding. hi-li)ed liim 
self to a iiiahogany plank (properly td' the emj)li)y 
er) and took it to a maciiine on the second floor 
of the faelory, in order that \\^^ mitriil work if into a 
cabinet for his own use. While so doing he was 
seriously injured. 

The culprit in this case is obviously the employer, 
at least In is so eonsidi ied under' the law. He will 
be required to pay eoiupensation to a workman who 
stole material and was Jnjnred while working it 
on a tnaehine which he had no authority to touch. 
The eiiiplovi !■ has no ;ippeal : he must reach for his 
poeket book ami quest itjn not. 

Every now and then the sublime x^isdom of leg- 
islators breaks down, and usinilly they are able to 
successfully dodge the blame; eerfaiiily the enl 
pability ii, this instance has been shouldeletl oido 
an innocent man.- American Industries. 



VALUABLE CATTLE. 

A Marion county man sold eighteen head of cat- 
tle the other day for $2,064^. In other words the 
cattle weighed 24,900 pounds and were 
sold lit 1-4 eents n pouinl. This is snid 
to have l»eeu the l»esl an«l highest priced bunch of 
cattle ever sold. in the county. They were pur- 
chased by NTonte Pox, of Danville, and were ship- 
|)ed to Xcw York. And yet there are somi- farmers 
in Kentucky who are not able to sec where cattle 
raising pay's and there are hundreds of farmers who 
make II. I especial etVnrt in that wa_v. ("altle are 
scarce and becoming scarcer. The receipts at Kan- 
sas City so far this year are 150.000 below the re- 
ceipts during the same period last year. Kveii a 
liliiid la'-iiier ought to be able to sec that there are 
splendid prospects for increasing farm prosperity 
by developing the cattle growing industry.

count Oi* the last week of our l/ord s 
life and 425 to all the balance Mat- 
thew devotes seven chapters and Luke 
five. If all of the life of Jesus had 
been given to us In like ratio It would 
have taken at least 80 volumes In 
»hlch to tell us tho story. , 

Today's lesson is the introdaetlon 
to that week. We must eonsMer bis 
entry in Ita light upon tbe whole 
ttovement of his life. His Instruc- 
tions how to secure the colt seem to 
Indicate his intention to provoke a 
demonstration. Though often in .Je- 
rusalem before, this was a different 
occasion, and for a different piirpose 
Hefore he did not provoke his con- 
flicts, now hi- courts publicity, that he 
may tasien his claims upon tbe a^ 
tentlon of all. 

Teat of Faith, 

I. "The Lord hath need of him," 
vv. 1-7. It was a test of faith for these 
disciples to obey the Lord's eomm.ind 
(V. 2), yet they did pree|7,..iy what 
they were commanded to do ( flj. 
Obedience Is the supreme test of dls- 
clpleshlp, John 15:1-1. When the dis- 
ciples entered the village (V. 1) they 
found the colt "whereon no man ever 
yot sat" JcBus knew all and had 
the keys to the human heart Perhaps 
this colt belonged to a dlsdpls, hence 
the willingnes(i to let It he used for 
the occasion Jesus was for the first 
and only time ass-urtiing. 

Many disciples are iiot willing to bo 
so explicitly and simply obedient. 
This obedience is heightened when 
we remember how the illKciples had 
followed Jesus towards Jerusalem 
"amazed" and perplexed. 

Those who stood by asked the very 
question suggested by Jesus, v. 6 of. 

3, As these disciples cast their 
garments upon tbe colt for Jesus to 
sit upon, they proclaimed their al- 
legiance to him as king. 

II. "Hosanna" vv. 8-11. Literally, 
"save now," I's. H,S-2ri. 2fi. His en- 
try was ohararterb.ed by a n rnr.rkablK 
outbreak of enthusiasm li-'feri- this 
only the disciples arc. jit. d his king- 
dom claims, now the multitude found 
tbclr expression of gratification. Pass- 
ing into the city, sitting upon the colt 
be was accompanied by their chants 
Of praise. Their first word was, "Ho- 
sanna"— their last "Hosanna in the 
highest." Between these they ex- 
claimed. "Blessed is the kingdom that 
Cometh, of our father David." it has 
been suggested that this host was made 
t:;i l iri.. ly of (ialileans, and that theirs 
wa^: appeal to the city to receive 
tbe one who was romlng. hencn their 
doub'.e bU'sslng to the king and to the 
kln'.;dom. .Iei<us seems to have yield- 
ed his whole soul to this glad acclaim. 
It was a necessary part of that dig- 
nity which should properly be accord- 
ed to the Messiah on this his last 
entry into the Holy City. This sug- 
gestion about the Oall leans may ez- 
pl.iin the cry uttered the last part of 
the week by the citizens of Jenisolem. 
"Crucify him " Still we feel sure 
that many of this same crowd Joined 

' I this latter cry. The use of the word 
I "many" iv H) seems to indicate that 
' everyone joined the acclamations of 
Joy. The time Is coming, however, 
when every knee shall bend and every 
tongue confess hln^ aa lord Indeed, 
Phil. 2:10. 11. Many today refuse to 
accord him his Just meed of praise. 
Effect of 'psychology. 
Some of that crowd were doubtless 
moved by the "psychology of the 
crowd." and their devotion ^vas short- 
lived. It la not hard to Imagine the 
effect this strange procession must 
have produced upon the city as it 
moved on to the temple.
